LOSSES TO TEUTONS APPALLING 


Tenacious Resistance Along the River Marne 


Causes New Offensive to Lose Effec­ 


tiveness From the Start, 


By the Associated Press. 


Furiously launching new attacks against the allied positions on 
the Marne front from Chateau Thierry to Rheims, the Germans are 
continuing their effort to break through the 
French 
and 
American 
defenses. 
They have made progress during the past day or two, but 
it has been decidedly slow in comparison with the sweep of the enemy 
legions in Picardy, Flanders and along the Aisne. 
It appears th a t the enemy after crossing the Marne between Dor­ 
m ans and Chatillon, has reached in this area the villages of Stagnan 
la Chapelle and Montr.gdcn, which are approximately 
a 
mile 
and 
three-quarters south of the river, but in the outskirts of these towns 
they have been held up west of Dormans, which is 24 miles east of 
Chateau Thierry, and where American troops are holding the battle 
line. 
Unofficial advices state in this area the Americans have retaken 
the villages of Fossoy and Crezancy, south of the Marne, where: the 
G erm ans gained ground in the first rush across the river. 
From the French official report it is evident th a t between Dor- 
inans and Rheims the Germ ans are driving toward the 
Marne at 
Chattldion and along the Aisne to the northeast. 
Only at one point, 
in the Rodemat wood, a mile and a half from Chatillon, however, 
did they advance last night. 
Even there they have been checked by 
French fire. 
From that point to Rheims there is no change in the sit­ 
uation. 
The deepest penetration aiong this line was approximately 
334 miles along Chatillon in the Rodemont wood.

m arks 
the 
greatest advance of the Germ ans at any point along the line since 
their offensive began. 
East of Rheims the situation appears reassur­ 
ing. 
The French battle positions are declared intact. 
The Germans are now more than twenty-four hours behind sched­ 
ule and there is little to indicate they still have striking power g re a t­ 
er, or as great, as they possessed Monday morning when their at­ 
ta ck s began. 
The allies seem to have reason to believe the supreme 
test of their thrust has been met successfully.

It was certain­ 
ly miserable th at night. 
Every once In a while we would 
I stand by to repel an attack, whether it 
was a real one or not, and we were 
under fire all the time. It seemed as 
if morning would never come.

sand was full of fleas—great big boys

cooties I had ever had at Dixmude. 
The morning came at last, and I 
was detailed with a fatigue party 
to the beach where we had landed 
stores. When we got down to the 
docks 
I missed M urray and asked 
where he was.

I left my fatigue party, without 
orders, and joined in the hunt for 
Murray. 
There were men searching 
all along the docks and on the shore 
to each side.

each other what was the matter with 
her, but we learned afterwards that 
her rudder had been torn off, though 
we nn\ *r found out how, nor do I think 
anyone ever knew.

dressed, with life, belts on. jumping 
over the side or climbing down. There 
was an explosion and a cloud of black 
smoke broke over us, and for a while 
I thought I was blinded. 
All the time the shells wore raining 
In on us and on the Champagne. 
When I could see again I saw the men 
on the Champagne climbing down the 
starboard or shore side. One chap was 
golug down hand over hand along a 
stanchion, when another fellow above 
him let go aud slid right down on him. 
T h e first man fell about thirty feet, 
landing In the water with his nock 
doubled under him. Our lifeboats and 
launches were out picking up sur­ 
vivors. 
Those who got safely over the side 
started to swim ashore, but when they 
had gone only a little way they found 
they could wade in. When the twit cr 
teas only up to their waists they came 
njKtij barbed wire entanglements and 
not a man got ashore that way but 
w as seratehed and clawed and man­ 
gled horribly.

It was still raining when we started 
“'n our way to the front line. Along

were numbers of troops 
-coffing and among them Indian troops 
*n sentry duty. They looked like a 
lunch of frozen turnips, cool and un- 
on i fort a hie. We were close enough to 
nuke the roar of the cannonading 
**01*111 Intolerably loud and could see 
he bursting shells;, particularly those 
from the British ships. 
Then we carne across some Turkish 
rssuneis who were sheltering in an 
M harm, I guess 
It 
was. 
and we 
topped for shelter and rest. 
They 
told us that their troops were very 
ired from long fighting, but th at thoy 
ad plenty of men. They said a couple 
f shells bad dropped about a hun- 
red yards from the barn just before 
i\e came, so we knew’ the batteries 
were trying to get our range and we 
did not stay any longor, 
but went 
away from there and on our road. 
About DOO yards farther on we came 
to ruins, and when we went inside 
we found 50 or GO of our boys cooking 
md sleeping and not giving a thought 
to the shells or shrapnel. The mules 
□utside were hanging away at the hay, 
is though there never bud been a war 
iii the world. There was no shell made 
that could budge them away from 
that hay unless it hit them. 
Then along came a cart making a 
lot of racket. One of the fellows in it 
lad half of his face shot away and 
va* all bandaged up, but he was try­ 
ing to sing and laugh just the same 
us the rest were doing. They were 
Anzacs. and were pretty badly shot up. 
T h e tfo rd “Anzac,” as you probably 
know, is made from the initials of tile 
Australian and New Zealand army 
corps. They had a regular town, called 
Anzac, on the peninsula. 
At 
Suvla 
Imy and around Gabs Tope the Anzacs 
got further into the Turkish lines than 
any other unit in the allied armies. 
They were wonderful fighters. 
By this time the Turks were making 
an attack, and ult you could see to 
the front was one long line of smoke 
aud spouting earth. Then our guns 
started and the noise was deafening. 
It 
was worse than Iii the turrets 
aboard ship during an engagement. 
My head rang for days after we left 
the Dardanelles. 
The Turks wore getting a better idea 
of our range now* and the shells were 
falling pretty close to us, but finally 
we tore In with the 14-inch navals 
and ripped up three of their butteries. 
In the lull that followed we made good 
lime and reached our front line posi­ 
tions at Sedd-el-Bahr during the after­ 
noon. 
The next morning we made our first 
attack. I had had a had night of it, 
thinking about Murray, and when the 
time came there never was a chap 
more glad to charge aud get a chance 
at the enemy with the bayonet than 
I w as. 
We attacked according to a program, 
iim* cards were issued to the officer 
of each section, so that w*e would work 
xactly with the barrage. To lie ahead 
f, or behind tile time card, would 
mean walking into our own barrage. 
The time of attack is called zero— 
that is, tile minute when you leave 
the trench. Some of tile Anzacs said it 
neant when your feet got the coldest, 
-ut I do not think they suffered very 
much with trouble iii the feet—not 
when they were advancing, anyway. 
The time card might read something 
ike this: First wave, zero, advance, 
rapid walk, barrage 25 in IO seconds, 
take first trench, 0:20; second wave, 
same as the first, pass first trench, 
0:23; take second trench, 0:35. Tile 
third wave is ordered to take tile third 
trench, and so on, for as many lines 
as the enemy is entrenched. The other 
waves might be instructed to occupy 
Hill 7, 12:0S, or dig in behind rock 
12:45. 
Here, zero is understood, the 
first figures standing for minutes and 
the others for seconds. It might take 
several hours to carry out the pro­ 
gram, but everything is laid out to 
ail exact schedule. 
I was in the sixth line of the third 
wave of attack and zero was 4:30 
a. in. Whistles were to he the signal 
for zero and we were to walk to the 
first line Turkish trench. As we came 
oui our barrage fire would be burst­ 
ing 50 yards ahead of us and would 
lift 25 yards every IO seconds. Our 
stunt was to take advantage of it 
without walking into it. 
No one man can see all of an attack, 
which 
may 
extend 
over 
miles 
of 
ground, but during the three weeks 
I was in the trenches on the Gallipoli 
peninsula we made four grand attacks 
and many minor ones, so I know in a 
general way what they are lite. Each 
wave is organized 
like the others. 
F irst come three lines of what you 
might call grenadiers, though they are 
not picked for size as the old king's 
grenadiers used to be. They are de­ 
ployed in skirmish formation, which 
means that every man is three yards 
from the next. They were armed only 
with grenades, but, you can take it 
from me, that is enough! Behind them 
come two lines, also in skirmish for­ 
mation, and armed with machine guns 
and grenade rifle*!. Tile first men on 
the left carn- machine guns, then come 
three rifle grenadiers, and then anoth­ 
er machine gun and so on down the 
length of the line. After these come 
two lines of riflemen with fixed bay­ 
onets.
